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DETAILED ACTION 



1 . This office action is in response to Applicant's amendment filed on 21 August 
2006. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

3. Claim 20 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Tsai (GB 2 
268 909 A). 

4. Regarding claim 20, Tsai discloses a button binder 1 for binding papers each 
having at least a punched hole, comprising: a body 1 1/12/13 comprising a front sheet 
1 1 and a rear sheet 12 connected edge-to-edge (through intermediary portion 13) to 
define at least a folding line 131 therebetween; and a plurality of buttons 15, each of 
which comprises a button cap 154 provided on said front sheet of said body and a 
button post 151 which is adapted for passing through said punched holes of said papers 
(see figure 9) and is provided on said rear sheet at a position aligned with said button 
cap, wherein said button post comprises a post 152 and an enlarged locking head 153 
at a top end of said post, wherein said button cap 154 having a cap hole 155 to receive 
said locking head 153 of said post therein, wherein said post of said button post, having 
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a quadrilateral cross section, has first (side shown in figure 7) to fourth sides, wherein 
said third side (side shown in figure 8) and said opposed fourth side (side opposite third 
side) of said post are flat surfaces, wherein said locking head 153 has a smooth curve 
portion (see figure 8 below) formed at said first side of said post and a sharp shoulder 
formed (see figure 8 below) at said second side of said post, wherein when said locking 
head of said button post is inserted into said cap hole of said button cap, said button 
post is securely engaged with said button cap that said flat surfaces of said post are 
blocked in said button cap for preventing said locking head from sliding out of said cap 
hole of said button cap so as to securely hold said papers between said front and rear 
sheets of said body. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 21-24 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Response to Arguments 

6. Applicant's arguments with respect to the claims have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

5. It is noted that the referenced appended abstract was not received in the file 
folder.
